AN IMF^^UIAL SERENADE. 
Four Duudred Drums Participatei 



Tfie Paris correspondent of the Boston 
Advertiser gives the following account of a 
rather stunning serenade to the imperial 
family on n recent occasion; aud o(the 
singular effect produced upon the brass 
instruments by intense cold ; 

In the afternoon ^he Emperor, Empress 
and Prince Imperial received the tradit- 
ional serenade from all tho drum corps 
and military bands stationed in Paris nnd 
surrounding cities. No less than four 
bnndred drummed "by order'' in the in- 
ner court of the Tuileries on tho day men- 
tioned, to bring a noisy ovation to the 
imperial family. Notwithstanding the 
biting cold tho poor ex officio serenaders 
had to appear in full-dress uniform and 
without their overcoats. 

It was anything but an irapcsing sight 
to seo those two thousand human beings, 
in the most variegated uniforms, shiver 
and stamp nnd hop up and down, and 
move their limbs in tho most eccentric 
ways in the ranks, in order to keep them- 
selves from freezing on tho spot. It was 
hardly expected that the Imperial couple 
and their oD'spring would venture out on 
tho balcony of tho central pavilion of tho 
Tuillcries, which had been, festively dres-. 
fed to receive them. But ttiey' appeared 
upon it at the appointed lime, and boldly 
braved the cutting air. 

As soon as their Miijostics had appeared 
on the balcony tho four hundred drutn- 
iners struck up a, tremendous "rouloment," 
that fell with a deafendons rour upon 
tlio ears of tho nurneroua aud'eneo that 
had gathered musido Ihc iron railing in- 
closing the court.

The Emperor was oven without an over- 
coat, in the uniform of a General of tho 
Division. Tiio Empi-ess was more warm- 
ly dressed in black velvet and furs, but 
did not hesitate to oxposo her still charm- 
ing features to tho orotic temperature 
without even tho protection of a veil. 
The Prince Imperial appeared to ho core- 
fully mnllled up. 

The .sevenil pieces were played with 
anything but guceess... The ; intense cold 
had frosted the brass instruments so badly 
that Uio perfonnors violated tho laws of 
liarnioiiy in S))ite of their best eObrts to 
the contrary. Some of tho choicest pieces 
played by iIh; best bunds were thus made 
to .tiound iiuiecd like aa many charivaris. 
l']ach set of bands, after struggling 
through their piece, tried to get up the 
cry of "Vive 1' Einporcur I Vivo 1' Im- 
peratrice I" but tho frozen lungs refused 
to respond, like the instruments, and sent 
I'orlh but faint sounds. Tneir .Majesties 
faithfully applauded every pieco. Wheth- 
er they romaiued on-' the balcoiiy nntil 
the close of the serenndo I am not able 
to say, for tin; half frozen condition of my
